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Continuation of 3. The proposed amendments made to the claims raise new issues because the scope of the claims has changed. 
Previously the claims were drawn to a method for preparing a variant polynucleotides having a different nucleotide from at least two parent 
polynucleotides. The phrase "different" was given the broadest reasonable Interpretation and in previous Office Actions complementary 
sequences to the parents were considered to be "different". However now the claims recite a method for preparing a variant 
polynucleotide having a nucleotide sequence "not identical" to either of at least two parent polynucleotides or "the complementary 
sequences of said at least two parent polynucleotides". Thus a new search and further consideration would be required. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The terminal disclaimer was effective to overcome the 
obvious double patenting rejections over claims 1-2. 4-12. and 42-43. . 

Continuation of 11. With regard to the arguments in the response filed November 30. 2006, Applicants amended the claims to overcome 
the rejections under 35 USC 102 b as being anticipated by Chlrlkjian. These arguments have been fully considered and if this amendment 
had been entered the rejections under 35 USC 102 b would have been dropped. Additionally the rejections under 35 USC 103 over 
Chirikjian in view of Wetmur and Chirikjian in view of Arnold would have been dropped. 
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
